If the teletypes are an accurate indication it took rather long for the LA FBI to 
locate Rita Stein and Marie Rarfcia. they dft not report the locating of Stein but do 
contain a reinterview, It is interesting: that the first of these are heavy on the alleged 
story that Bay insisted on a vote for Wallace as a precondition for providing a ride to 
N.Q. let the evidence reported ia teat there was no Wallace registration.
